The Fast Gun of the Seminole War and the 
Horrors of the Day. 
From the Jasyer, Ga., Times. 

It was in June, 1542 that a party of hunters 
made an egreement to meet at a bend in Gum 
sWamp, nearorin the neighborhood where 
Clifton is to be seen marked on our maps, in 
the northern part of Madison county, near the 
Georgia line. The bend was in the shape of a 
horse shoe, and known of ail the neighbors as 
a famous place for game. They were to meet 
at this bend, and the first to get there were to 
wait for those who were behindtime, It prov- 
ed to be a very windy day, and those who 
reached the rendezvous first were blowing their 
horns in order to let those coming know they 
were at the place. and to hurry up. There 
were three of them; one was named Sandrich, 
enotber was pamed Sessions and the other 
name is iorgotten. 

These men had no thought of Indians, nor 
didthey contemplate for one moment the 
danger that was lurking nearthem. A band 
of Indians was concealed in the palinetto with- 
in fifty feet of them, and opened a deadly iire 
upon them. A}) three were killed instantly. 
Zhe work of butcher and mutilation commenc- 
edatonce, Two ofthem were quartered gpd 
banged upon trees, legs in one place, armgand 
heads end trunks in another. The third 
was horribly mutilated and lefton the ground. 

Two otbers kept the appointment and rode 
into the bend wholly unprepared for the trial 
that awaited them, The wind had prevented 

hem from bearing the guns, and the first in- 
timation they had of danger was the sharp, 
ringing creck ot the Indian rifles; one ot these 
was killed inetant!y—shot through the brain. 
dhe other, named McMullen, was mounted on 
a very ileet mare that became frightened, and 
prevented his using his gun, by whirling short 
round and runuieg beck thetrail she came. 

McMullen sawand Indian warrior, fleet of 
foot, attempting with all his power aad speed 
to cut him ofi,and he allowed his mare to vo a 
her best. Hesaw ifhe beat the Indian it 
would be acloseshave. Both did their best, 

and the Indian was beaten in the race, though 
he was near enough to touch the animal esshe 
passed by him. McMullen was then going 
jrom the Indian et headlong speed, but those 
who are experienced in the use ot the rifle 
know that a shot going from you is the same, 
or betier, than a standing shot. McMullen 
looked back and saw the Indian in the act of 
shooting at him; he threw himselt forward oa 
his mares’ neck, crouched as low as he could. 
The Indian fired, but the mare kept right on 
until she came toa low fence thet surrounded 
a smal) plot oi ground ; over this she bounded 
end fel) dead. 

McMullen tried to get on his feet but could 
not rise; he was beyond the line ot vision of 
the Indian, aud crawled out, over the fence 
down into the swamp and concealed himself. 
The mare was shot » Posner the heart and Mc- 
Mullen was struck in the back just below the 
shoulder blade, and the be ranged forward 
end lodged underthe skin, near the line of 
hair, behind the ear, 

After they had mutilated and mangled the 
bodies of the dead, the Indians moved off north 
in the direction of the Georgia line. It was 
not many hours before the whites werein pur- 
suit under the command of Colonel William I. 
Bailey, with Lewis Norton trailing. In the 
evening of the next day they overteok the [n- 
diaus beyond the state line, in a hemmock, 
with an open pond in front of them. As the 
whites entered the edge ofthe pond on the 
trail they were fired upon, anda Mr. Black- 
burn wes killed off his horse. Colonel Bailey 
shot one of the savages, end Lewis Norton 
shottwoofthem. They did not know wheth- 
er they killed either of them or not, but Nor- 
ton eays one of his made a very polite bow 
when bis gun fired. 

The whites had to withdraw from the fight 
as the savages had too much advantage, and 
take up their dead comrade. They were in hot 
— egain nextday. The Indians found a 

amily living in the vicinity and raided them, 
killing some and burning the plece. The 
whites trailed them in all their windi to 
this place, and found when they lest ee one 
teok a rate cotton row down through the 
field to the swamp, and thet there were twen- 
ty-three warriors. Having loaded themse)ves 
pretty heavily with plundar taken from the. 
murdered tamily the savages turned south. 
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ROME IN 1539. 


When Firstthe Swarthy Spaniard and the 
Noble Sayage Metin Friendly Oonverse. 
From the Rome, Ga., Bulletin. | 

Three hundred and fifty years ago,ona 
June afternoon, there appeared marchiaog 
down the left bank of the Oostanaula a band of 
Spaniards, attired in the glittering array of 
the sixteenth century. Hernando DeSoto, the 
hero of the battle of Cuizco, who had amassed 
a fortune equal to $500,000, in the conquest of 
Peru, and had been received with distinguish- 
ed favor by Charles V., the greatest monarch 
of the age, now bore from that potentate a 
commission to conquor Florida, which at that 
time included a vast territory stretching away 
from the gulf of Mexico northwestwardly to- 
wards unknown regions. He fitted out the ex- 
pedition at great personal cost. Among his 
party were men of the best blood of Spein. 
‘Nobles and gentlemen contended for the 
privilege of joining his standard; setting sail 
with an ample armament, he landed at the 
bay of Espiritu Santo, now Tampa bay in 
Florida, with 620 chosen men—a band as gal- 
lant end weel appointed, as eager in purpose 
and audacious in hope, as ever trod the shores 
of the new world. The clangor of trumpots, 
the neighing of horses, the flutter of pen nants 
the glitter of helmet and lance startled the 
ancient forests with unwonted greeting.” 
This wasthe strange cavalcade which, with 
1ts priests, its literate, its 200 horse and 400 
foot soldiers now approached Chiraha,an In- 
dien town located on the ground where Romo 
now stands. The golden rays falling on their 
polished armor caused it to shine like fire, and 
the astonished Indians ewed by thesight,were 
easily made to believe that DeSoto wasa child 
of the tun. 

Here between the Etoweh and the Oosia- 
paula he remained for thirty days, a sort of 
demigod among them. Duriog this time the 
Adelentado was a guest of the cacique and 
with his men partook of hospitality: of the 
generous Cherokees. .Twenty barbdacoas of 
corn were allotted to the Spaniards, besides 
an abundence of roasting ears just then coming 
in—ears roasted in the shuck and retaining 
that delicate, matchlees favor of whif anv 
other stvle of cookery does but rob them. 

This was a happy time with the Indians. 
Joyously they celebrated the recurrence of the 
eenton when their favorite grain came to its 
milk and honey stage. Thedrudgery or cul- 
tivation over, “they bedecked themselves for 
the dance and entered into its wild gaiety with 
that effervescence of animal spirits which is 
every where called forth by the first fruits of a 
plentiful hervest. were contentedly en- 
joying the bounties of the field, of the forest, 
and of the stream—corn, malberr: es, wild 
honey, game, fish and a kind of bivalve which 
was then abundantin these rivers. J 
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Raptur- 
ously they listened to the rustling of the sum- 
mer breeze among the corn tassels and watch 
ed with admiration as the sun painted the 
silks, day by day 2 deeper purple. The 
ecenery which everywhere ground them rose 
cradually from picturesque to grand, was not 
loston these simple children of nature; With 
ears trained to nature’s music they eagerly 
drenk itin, Nowthe crashing symphonies of 
a thunderstorm stirred their souls with awe, 
end now the soughing of the wind in the pine 
tops moved upon their senses with -tolian 
“img RW rae Age if the great spirit would first 
pumiliate by the terrors of bis power and 
then draw them with chords of love. 

At euch a time the white man and the 
®ayage met, and for the short space of one 
month dwelt together Mm mutual friendship 
end esteem. It was a delightful season of rest 
for the Spaniard who had toiled through the 
gloomy forests and lonely pine barrens of 
Floride and Georgia. Chermed by the scenery 
and by the candor and noble bearing of a race 
of Indians, on whom the surroundings of this 
enchanted epct seemed to have made theirim- 
prees, the wanderers seemed for a time to for- 


eat their greed of gold. It was natlare byx- 
ever betore ar Attar revewed thar raliog 


pessipng. Some Indians had been fishing in 
the night and brought back in their canoes 
quantities of muscles which they roasted in the 
fire end ate with greatrelish. The Spaniards 
being invited to the feast discovered in the 
ehells a number of pearls which had been dia 
co ored by the fre. Seeing their great interest 
in these disculorrd pearls, the Indians brought 
cut a necklece msde of some: which retained 
their originel.color and lustre, and presented 
it to ove of the cavaliers. 

Abcut this time DeSoto sent two of his men 
to the north in search ot gold. After ten days 
absence they reported having passed through 
@ beautiful country and having found an 
abundance of copper and a buffalo hide dressed 
With the hair on and #n inch thick. 

About the first of July DeSoto resolved to re- 
sume his march, and demanded of the chief a 
pumber of Indian women forslaves. The 
chief said be would confer with his people and 
answer in the morning. During the night the 
Indians fled with their wives and children. 
DeSoto pursued next day, destroying the crops 
of maize ashe went, and found the fugitives 
who had taken refuge on an island. He sent 
messengers to them and offered to compromise 
by taking some of their young men as burden 
besrers. To this they consentedand returned. 
After this DeSoto took up his line of march 
down the Coosa and soon passed out of Georgia 
never toreturn. Thusthe hospitality of the 
Cherokees was rewarded with wanton cruelty, 
and the simple generosity of a noble and in- 
genuous race toward the pale face whom they 
regarded as a superior being, was met by a ra- 
pacious treatment which replaced sentiments 
of friendship and edmiration almost amount- 
ing to veneration, with feelings of fear and 
batred. Three hundred and fifty years ago 
the ground whereon stands this busy eity,with 
its population of restless, toiling, ambitious 
Caucasians and Africens—Anglo-Saxons, He- 
brew, Celts, Teutons, Italians and negroes— 
this ground now covered with houses of wood, 
brick and stone was the site ofan Indian vil- 
lege—Chiaha—with its cluster of wigwams or 
thatched huts, These hills and valleys were 
their loved hunting grounds, and on thése 
river bottoms they cultivated their patches of 
corn. Three centuries and they are gone. 
Fi'ty years agowo drove away the last de- 
cebdants of those hostile people who met D>- 
Soto ip 1539. The Spanierd wiil live in history 
and in the name of our sister town; the Indian 
wil} live in remanee, in literature, and ifthe 
eUpbhonic names of the Etowah, the Oosta- 
néuls, the Cooss, and the garden spot of the 
etete— Cherokee, Georgia.

THE HISTORY OF A “LAND COMPANY.” 

In no state in the United S:ates have land- 
grabbing, land swindling, land speculating 
and forged titles been permitted to playa 
more important partthan inthe state of 
Georgia. The frauds of native speculators 
have been supplemented bythe frauds of 
northern land-grabbers, until now the person 
who buys land in southern Georgia cin never 
be certain that his titles are perfect untila 
test ic madeinthecouris. This matter has 
been so wilfully and persistently ignored by 
€scbh sncceeding general assembiy during the 
last quarter ofacentury thatit haz at last 
become the settied policy ofthe state, as it 
seems, to permit land frauds and swindles to 
do their perfect work. 

There are millions ofacres of !and in south- 
ern Georgia that ought to bein culiivationa 
oron the market. They areonthe markel 
in # certain sense, but it isnot to be supposed 
thet Jand which iscovered by half adoz3a 
different titles will quickly fiad a purchaser. 
We do not know bow this confusion is to be 
cnred, bunt until it is cured, the real owners of 
ihe Jancsin southern Georgia wiil ba made 
ihe victims ofa series of pstty outrazes 
ena pegsecutions, and avery large section of 
the siate will remain a wilderness. 

It bas already been announced in these col- 
umnsthatsuits haye been brought in the 
United States courtsto oustthe owners of 
Jands in Dodge and Telfair counties. Taese 
tuits mark an episode in a transaction which 
bss a very curious history. Filty-one years 
ego. or in the year 1834, acompany of men 
whose wits baé been sharpened in sterile 
New Englend, emigrated to Telfair county 
and purchased asaw-mill at Lumber City. 
For want of trausporiation this business was 
unprofitable, and the New Englanders aban- 
doned their enterprise, but not before their 
rative sbarpners bad provided other 
means of coining money. All the 
land contiguous to the mill 
and the water courses leading to it, amount- 
ing to something over three hundred thous- 
and acres, bed been granted to these men at 
8 cost to them of about five 
cents an acre, and they 
immediately set about perfecting a plan to 
transform this immense tractinto available 
cash. 

A vain aitempt was made to sell or mort- 
gace the land in Europe, and it was finally 
mortgaged to the state of Indiana for the 
sum of three hundred thousand dollars. Tie 
fine mill was leased for a song, and the su>- 
ceesful New Englanders returned to their 
homes. Various legislatures of Iadiana puz- 
zied themeelyes over this transaction, aad, ia 
the course of years made the discovery that 
one state could not exercise jurisdiction over 
land in another state. Tne resalt of this 
discévery was that Indiana, through her leg- 
islature, dropped the whole business like a 
hot potato, and gave a quit-claim deed to 
this immense body of land for the sum of one 
thousand dollars. | 

In 184f Governor Crawford ordered the tax 
collector of Telfair county to advertise the 
three bundred thousand acres of land for 
sale, and it was bought by the citizens of Tel- 
fair and oiber counties, who remained in 
quiet end undieputed possession for a num- 
ber of years. No one appeared within the 
time required by law to redeem it, and the 
citizeps who purchased it at ihe sale ordered 
by Governor Crawford acquired legal titles to 
the same. 

In‘ the course of time, however, the person 
to whom Indiana had given her quit-claim 
deed dieposed of his claim to a parcel of New 
York speculators. These speculators madea 
faint show of attempting to claim the lands. 
Writs were served on many of the citizens 
who had purchared the propertr, citing 

- them to appear before the federa! district 
court in Savannah. The citizens so sum- 
moned employed jcounsel and appeared in 


: . court for apumber of terms, but the specula- 
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tors took care not ‘o allow the case fo come 
to a bearing, and it was finally dis nissed. 
The next step in this curious business was 
tbe sypeerance of an humble-New Engiznd 
preacher named Griffin—a pious siaag- 
whanger and peace-maker. This humble 
person, 9s agent far the Georgia lumber com 
pany—s0-called—made titles, it is said, to 
Jands that had never beengclaimed under the 
origina! deeds. About this timethe northern 
Claimants of the lands began to give them in 
for taxes, and, as the citizens to whom they 
belonged were alsogiving them in, Georgia 
reaped considerabie advantage. 

The opening of the war, however, pul an 
end tothe tax paying on the part of the 
epeculatory. and the citizens who held titles 
from the state concluded that they were 
to be no more molested. But no sooner bad 
the wer closed than Mr, William Pitt East- 
man dropped down among the unlovely 
rebels. He went into the piney woods for 
the benefit of both lungs and pocket—of the 
two the pocket being decidedly the most 
importent. His attention was called to 
these lands that had been in litigation, and 
straightway he conceived a most brilliant 
scheme, Returning to New York, he bought 
the claims of the speculators, and connected 
the pious Mr. William E. Dodge with the 
enterprise. Most of our readers have heard 
of Brother Dodge's] evangelical antics as an 
attempted swindler of the customs depart- 
ment some yearsago. Heand Brother Hast- 
man won great notoriety ss truly good men. 

The Dodge crowd came into Georgia in the 
nick of time, so faras their purposes were 
concerned. The Bullock legislature was in 
session and they found that motley and irre- 
sponsible body a fit instrument for forward- 
ing their schemes, It granted the Dodge 
crowd a charter, and the ‘‘Georg'a Land and 
Lumber company” was incorporated. Itis 
this company that is about to appear before 
the United States court for the purpose of 
settizg aside titles acquired during the a1- 
ministration of Geveroor Crawford. 

Ifthere isto be atrial before the court, 
jet it be a full and fair one. Let all the facts 
be brought to light. Nothingis better knowa 
than that the Eastman-l)odge corporation 
bes taken undue advantage of the ignorance 
and poverty of many of th@citizensin the 
section where its claims are located, and, in 
many instances, land has been given up by 
owners through fear of a prosecution in the 
federal courts—couris which experience has 
heretofore taught them to regard as hostile to 
eyery inierest of a southern man. Fortu- 
vately this state of affairs has passed away, 
and even acitizen of Georgia is today reason- 
sbly sure of getting justice jin the United 
States courts. 

From facts that baye been brought to ,our 
attention from time to time, we are of the 
opinion that the Georgia Land and Lumber 
company is simply a land-grabbing concern 
that should be promptly thrown out of 
court, If the legislature of the state had 
done iis duty, the charter of the concera 
would bave been annulled long ago, and we 
should have heard nothing more of this 
aitem pt to cust citizens of the state from their 
property,

CHOLBRAIN SPAIN. 

While the number of new cases of cholera 
kas risen toabdut two thousand a day, and 
the srea of the epidemic has been materially 
jixcreased, yet it is every day becoming plaia- 
er that it will be almost wholly confined to 
Spain. It has not crossed the Pyrenees into 
France, and even Portugal has, by strict 
quarantine measures, kept the disease away 
from its people. But in Spain the disease is 
spreading from province to province, from 
city to city, and the chances are that by O>c- 
tober no considerable town will escapes its 
ravegee. At Madrid the disease is beginning 
to get a foothold, and it is appearing in T.- 
Jedoand other inland cities. The dreadfn! 
nature of the scourge is readily seen inthe 
figures for the !ast twelve days of June, when 
there were 5 502 deaths out of 10,921 reported 
csses, Fifty per cent, in other words, of ail 
whom the disease preyed upon died. Sasha 
proportion of deaths only occurs when the 
disease appears in its worst forms. 

Dr. Ferran ard his assistants are free to in- 
sert iheir broth virus, which immediately 
subjects patients toa mild form of cholera; 
but there remains great doub: as to the effi- 
cacy of the remedy. Dr, la Granja and the 
French medical commission watched the 
process on the spat, and they agree in testify- 
ing that inoculated persons die almoai if not 
quite as freely as those who have never tried 
Dr. Ferran’s remedy. Andeven Dr. Ferran 
admits he does not kaow how many dayg in- 
oculation will protect an individual; for it is 
admitted that the protection does not last 
long at the best. 

From all that has come to hand it is plain 
the world cannot safely depend upon the 
bacillus theory until some sure and more 
scientific way of applying it is discovered. 
Cleanliness as a safe guard, and (aarantiue 
measures, and afier its erriva!, disinfection 
and timely action in all cases, and a persist- 
ent effort to keep off the fear that kilis are 
still the chief remedies; but perhaps before 
another summer, when the scourge will be 
fully due in this country, the great theory o! 
Pasteur may, in the hands of scientiffe men, 
be carried toa practical development that 
will reb the great scourge of itsterrors. CUer- 
tain it is that incculation will not be wholly 
alandoned, although the resu'ts in Spaia 
have not been by any means reassuring.

‘‘Pablic School Education,”’ 

ATLANTA, July 24, 1885 —Editors Constitution: 
Vill you allow me a sbort space in your deserved: 
ly popular paper to reply toa few stricuresinoa 
rece Dt issue on the above topic. You are generally 
well informed, and your words have great weight 
and influence. We believe you are honest and fair 
minded, and would not intentionally write any- 
thing not true: for this reason and from the fact 
wefeel sure you bave not fully investigated the 
subject, we ask permission to say a few words 
You ray: ‘ A close observer, competent to give an 
opinion on the subdject,said, not long ago, thatone- 
balf of the graduates of the high schools in 
the cities of this state cid not have a thorough 
aud perfect knowledge of the multiplication ta- 
ble, and three-fourths Gid not know the Roman 
numerals,’ 

So far es the boys’ and gir'’s’ high schools of At- 
lanta are concerned, we most emphatically deny 
the truth of the charge. If vopir ‘‘close observer’ 
bed taken the trouble to look into the matter and 
informed bimself, and not observed with a preju- 
diced eye, he neyer would have madesuch a state 
ment. During the scholestic term, the schools 
are open daily to inspection of visitors, and pa- 
rents and people are specially inyited to come in 
and see what the teachers and children are 
doing. Occasionaliy a girl or boy who has 
patural desfects in his or her mental constitution, 
or has from some cause great antipathy to books 
ane to study, may be icund in theseschools who 
does not know the multiplication table and the 
Roman numericals, But these Cases are very 
tare. FPesides, these subjects do not properly be 
long to the high schools; they ougnt to be taught 
thoroughly in the grammar echoois, 


Of course, when we find a puoil defective in any 
branch, we try, as faras possible, to remedy the 
defcct In justice to the grammar school teachers 
we will state we have met with but few such 
cates You, incommon with good citizens,would 
larnent the evils of superficial education, and you 
find a remedy in establishing more grammar 
seboojs, abolishing the high schools, and thea 
fovuding an industrial school. 

We bave no doubt the city would be greatly 
benefiited by building more grammar schools; 
is cheaper to educate the children than to 

punish thecrimes of idieness. If the state would

SARA SOT A’S SCOUNDRELS, 


A Fiorida Lady Convincesthe Buffalo Peg. 
ple that Bidwellisa Bad Maa, 
From the Buffalo, New York, Express. 

Yesterday morning the Express published an 
interview with Mr. W. C. Crum, of Tampa, Flor. 
ida. Mr. Crum believed Bidwell would be age.. 
quitted. 

The very day that Mr. Crum was here, Friday, 
there arrived in Buffalo a lady who lives in Sara 
Sota, Florida, isa neighbor of the Didwells, or 
was before the Bidwell home-at Sara Sota wag 
broken up. She was a neighbor, too, of Mrs. Abbe, 
wife of the man for whose murder Bid well is held, 
This lady is Mrs. H. M. Greer, formerly Miss John. 
son, of Buffalo. She left Florida about two weeks 
sco, and will spend several weeks with friends ig 
Buffalo. She isa lady of refinement, aud all state- 
ments as to the situation and feeling in Mauatee 
county are entitled to great weight. 

Now, what does Mrs. Greersay? She says that 
sbe knows, and that the respectable Christian 
people of southern Florida know that A. B, Bid- 
well is a villain of the blackest stamp. 

Eara Soto is notownu. Iltis only a frontier set. 
tlemenj. Neighbors live half mile apart. There 
never was any formal organization kuown as the 
Sara soto Assassination society. There 
were simply a number of bad, unscrupulous men 
in the neighborhood who wanted to rule things, 
and who stopped at no law, whe were capable of 
aby crime tocarry their ends. Foremost among 
these were Dr. Audrews and Bidwell. Bidwell, she 


holds, had a bad record when he went to Florida, 
He kept a atore at Sara Sota, where he sold pork, 
powder and shot, and other frontier supplies, The 
woman he had for a wife was knowu as Mrs, 
Loring, or Mrs. Bidwell No.2. Mrs. Bidwell No, 
1, it is understood, has been 
living of late in Milwaukee, Both 
Mrs, Bidwell, andthe present Mrs. Bidwell (or 
Loring) are well remembered in this city, where 
they appeared in legal proceedings not many 
yearsago. To the first Mrs. Bidwel!, Mrs, Greer 
gives the character ofalady andan honest wo- 
man. Of Mr. Bidweli’s present consort ia Flori 
she has not quite so high an opinion. She thin 
ber quite ona par with Bidwell, and relates how 
she and a few other women have aided the men in 
tbeir murderous plans, 

Mrs. Greer related to an Express representative 
the details of the murder of Abbe. Abbe was the 
postmaster atSara Sota. He was a good man, and 
had a plantation not far from Mr. Greer’s, Allthe 
horrible details of bis murder, published some 
time since in the Express, were related with dra- 
matic vividness. Such was the state of things in 
Manatee county at the time of the murder that 
Mis. Greer wes in constant terror of violence 
against herself or husband, they beiag friendly to 
the Abbes. In July last, before the murder, 
ber husband was in Bid well’s store. 
Millard was there. drunk, There 
hed existed great bitterness toward Abbe, not pare 
ticularly on political reasons, but because he was 
an honest, inoffensive man, and thwarted the 
schemes of Andrews, Bidwell, Willard and others, 
On the oceasion mentioned, Mr. Greer heard 
threats made. He heard Bidwell Say to Willard: 
‘Have you got the razor?’ ‘*Yes,’’ said Wiliard, 
“if the razar won't answer this will,”’ replied Bid- 
well, showing a huge cheese knife. Mr. Greer left 
the store to avoid a quarrel. For days afterwardhe 
and Mrs. Greer kept constant watch, with firearms 
ready, lest violence against them be undertaken, 
Aiter the murder an incident occurred worta 
mentioning. When the murdered Abbe was 
dragged to the water’s edge, his faithful dog fol- 
lowed. Afterward Mis. Bidwell, (so-called, “7 
Mrs. Greer], managed to have her own dogs kill 
the Abbe dog. It was, perhans, proof of her spirit, 
At any rate it did not raise her in the estimation 
of some of the people of Sara Sota, When Bid- 
weil was arrested, he said: “What are you 
making all this fuss for about damued old 
Abbe? There have been murders before down 
here and they have blown over, So will this one.” 
So there bad been murders before, says Mrs. 
Greer, and she mentions the killing oi Riley, who 
was buried by the roadside, where he was shot— 
shot with Bidwell’s gun, the best gun ir Mana- 
tee connty. The history of Riley might be re- 
lated, if space allowed. He was a bad man, and 
deserved his fate,thouzh, of course, says Mrs, 
Greer, that didn’t jastify the act of his murderers. 

Well, Bidwell was arrested and taken to Pine 
Level and put in the ‘‘cage.”” Tne county jail was 
an old two story frame building, not very secure, 
Some time ago a move was made to bnild im the 
middle of this house a huge iron-barred Cage. 
Bidwell was the first man who favored the “cage. 
Now Bidwell bas epjoyed (7) the cage from the 
itside. Throughout his imprison nent he has 
borne himself inaligh handed, confident manner. 

“If they don’t convict Bidwell,” said Mrs. Greet 
yesterday, “he will be hung or shot by tae people 
within twenty-four hours of his acquittal.”

‘What I started to tell you before I commenc- 
ed moralizing was a story concerning Gus 
Sayers. Gus was one of the best fellows I ever 
knew, # famous sport who would bet his last 
dollar on the turn of acard or any other chance, 
but he was square, andifa man played him

THAT WAS IN 18058, 

‘‘Queer tellow was Gus. No one ever heard 
him swear, use obscene language or saw him 
cross the threshold of fashionable vice. The 
only vice he had besides gambling was that 
he would get full once in awhile and do some- 
thing he shouldn’t have done. There was 
always an sirof mystery 4bout him, which 
none of the beye could fathom. He made his 
headquarters in New Orleans, but made fre- 
quent trips on the river to St. Louis, and du- 
ring the rummer months he would disappear 
altogether; in fact, from June Ist to October 
Ist Gus wae dead tothe gang. When heturn- 
ed up, of course we would ask him where he 
hed been.

HE DIDN’T CHOOSE TO TELL. 

“Three days afterward the papers announc- 
ed thst Bishop ——— had received a gift of 
$1,000 from an unknown friend to aid in his 
good work. I didn’t say anything but I 
thought a great deal. Gus had made a big 
winning the night before. 

“One time there came along aspry lookin 
chep from Kentucky, whothought he coul 
swing the world around his head if he got a 
good tail-hold. He tackled faro and played 
with varyipg success, never gg ee and 
never winning much, Finally he jumped 
Gus fore gameot draw. If there was any 
thing Gus did know, it was to play short cerds. 
‘The result was that Gus beat him out of $14,- 
000 in two nights. The fellow insinuated af 
terward thst Gus cheated, but he was out for 
his peins. Everybody knew better. They 
knew that Gus wouldn’t cheat a man out ofa 
million if be could.” 

“The chap got another raise and staid 
around New Orleans, but didn’t tackle Gus tor 
another game. When it came time for Gus to 
mane his disappearance he went as usual.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT, | 


SEVEN MEN INJUREO ON THE 
GEORGIA PACIFIC. 


A Cosch Blides Down an Embankment Near Musca. 
dine—Difference of Opinion as tothe Qause 
of the Accident—List of tne Wounded- 
Pive of thse Men Employes, 


Seven men were injured in au accident on 
the Georgia Pacific road yesterday morning. 
Dut no lives were lost. 

The accident happened about half past two 
o’clock near Muscadine, a2 station ebout seV- 
enty miles west of Atlanta. The train was a 
freight, No 53, and was made up of ten cara 
and a coach. It was under the com- 
mend of Conductor Fincher, who 
left Birmingham on schedule time Saturday 
evening. The train wes moving pretty rap- 
idly when the accident took place, and the 
fact that no one was killed is most remarka- 


ble. Near Muscadine is a long fill about 
eighteen feet high. In the middle of this fill 
there is a short trestle, and it was at this 
point that the accident happened. Just what 
caused the accident is not known. The reil- 
yoad authorities assert that it was caused by a 
broken exle, while disinterested parties say 
that the trestle gaye way. Soon after the tres- 


_ Ue was passed the coach which was in the rear 


of the train left the track and began sliding 
down the embankment. It was quickly fo). 
lowed by two or three other cars. When the 
coach went off the fill the train was moving at 
good speed, but the engineer quickly detected 
thet something was wrong and instantly came 
toa halt. Thecoach was not empty when it 
went down the embankment, and the first 
thing that the employes attempted was to 
render the passengers assistance. They were 
not long in ascertaining that no one had been 
killed, but in the same length of time the 
discovered that seven men had been niuned. 
five out of the seven were employes 
ot the road and two were passengers. Two of 
the men were seriously but not fatally injured. 
The passengers were Mr. T. K. Leslie of At- 
lenta and Mr. H. K. Bradford ot New York. 
Mr. Leslie was hurt about the shoulders and 
leg. One fcot was broken. Mr. Bradford was 
considerably bruised and shaken up but had 
no bones broken. 

The foreman in the Georgia Pacific black 
smith shops,at Birmingham,was wore serious- 
ly hurt even than Mr. Leslie.

At Bt. Philip’s, 

Yesterday morning Dr. Armstrong preached 
to a fine congregation at St. Philip's 
Pre text, “By their fruits ye shall know 

yem. 

He said that there are many theories chal. 
lenging the credence and confidence of men. 
There are various systems of philosophy and 
religion offering their guidance to our Opinions 
end conduct. it is a question of grave import, 
especially to the young whose character is 
just forming, which of these systems shal] be 
adopted as the ruling principle of life. 

in the text Christ offers the truest possible 
test tbat can be applied in such matters. It is a 
test which applies with special force to our 
(ay, It is a utilitarian test. “By their 
fruits ye shall know them.” There have been 
other tests offered for systems of hilosophy 
end religion, but generally they have been 
beyond the reach of the ordinary com prehen- 
sion by reason of their abstract processes, 
Here is a test which all can understand or 
apply. it is not only the easiest but the surest 
way of trying a creed that can be devised. It 
is often true that the belief professed does not 
tally with the lives of those who profess it, but 
in such cases the creed has not taken hold on 
the lives of those who profess it. The theo- 
ner faith and the practical faith are differ- 
ent. 

Sometimes it is said to the praise of a creed 
end to the dispraise of its, professors that they 
are bed in spite of theircreed; as it is said in 
Other cases to the praise of the people and the 
dispraise of the creed that they are notwith- 
standing theircreed. In both these good cases 
those who profess to believe do not regulate 
their lives by their so-called faith. 

There are some systems which we should 
reject without waiting to see their fruits, be- 
cause as ere inherently wrong. Any sys- 
tem which involves the denial of the existence 
and ever present energy of God, or which de- 
pies the conscious immortality of the soul, 


should be rejected at once. We 
know that thorns cannot bring 
forth figs. Butio determining the value of 


the great majority of systems which offer 
themselves for our belief. we must depend on 
their results es evidenced in the lives of thoze 
who profess them. If Christianity makes men 
purer, gentler, more charitable, readier to 
upliitthe downiallen, quicker in every good 
word end work, it must chalienge the faith of 
the young who are looking for some firm and 
cafe guidance through life. The doctor spoke 
beautifully of the result of Christian religion 


on the hearts and the outward expression of 
ihie result inthe lives of those who had a 
living faith in it, and commended it as the 


best faith which the young could adopt asthe 
guiding power of their lives, 


Horn, Henry W. Hilliard at the Second Bap- 
tist Church, 

Hon. H, W. Hilliard delivered a discourse 
in the Second Baptist church on the ‘‘Olhce 
end use of Reason Under the Christian Sys- 
tem.’ His teat was from St. Peul’s Epistles 
tothe Corinthians; chapter 1., verse 20-24. 
‘Where is the wise, etc.” His points were, 
Christianity isa revelation. It makes us ac- 
quainted with truths that could not bea discov- 
ered by our unaided faculties. We know noth- 
ing ofGod. The future or the wide realm that 
lies beyond the boundary of our world but 
what is disclosed to us. No discoveries can bs 
mede in the regiow of moral truth. The guif 
that separates time from eternity is too wide 
to be bridged by human strength, nor have we 
glaes powerful enough’ to bring to 
view the scenery of unseen worlds. The si- 
Jence that reigns throughout the universe can 
only be broken by God. Therefore Christian- 
ity is above reason; not opposed to it, but 
superior to it. 

The sign required by the Jew was the po3- 
sersion of temporial powers. He Jooked for a 
prince—a deliverer fromthe Roman bondage, 
axd when our Lord came, meek and lowly, 
not disturbing the imperial government, He 
wes astumbling block tothe haughty and am- 
bitious people who dwelt in the city of the 
Great King. The Romen standards were still 
displayed; the eagles from the public build- 
ings, the Romen sentinel kept his post in 
front of the gates of Jerusalem. 

The Greeks, the most intellectual of all peo- 
ple, looked to philosophy to selve every prob- 
lem, end they could not see the rationale of 
Christ’s dying for the world. 

Now, the office of renson is to examine the 
evidences in support of Revelation, as coming 
from God, the authenticity of the book; the 
preservation of the manuscripts, and the cor- 
rections of the translation; but when satisfied 
of this, it’s divine authority must be accepted. 

Honestly study the meaning of the scriptures 
and submit our understandings to their in- 
struction. Ine eternity of God; 
the divine nature of our Lord; 
the disclosures as to the destiny of the human 
race. All these may be beyond our compre- 
bension, but we are not at liberty to reject 
them. They are sublime mysteries, buf they 
do not contradict any known truth. 

So St. Paul preaches the great central system 
of Christianity—Christ crucified: reuniting 
the world to God by his vicarious death. The 
prophecy of Iseiah, in chapter 530, throws its 
light across seven centuries and illumines the 
face of our Lord Jesus Christ on the cross, 
showing that the Father laid on him the 
iniquit of us—all. Then a line of 
light running along the whole traca of human 
history asset forth from Genesis 'o the gospeis, 
showing the creation of man by the direct 
power of God and the redemption of our race 
by Jesus Christ. Bane NG

At the Chureh of the Redeemer, Dr. Eddy 
preached a deeply impressive sermon upon 
“Death and the Life Beyond,” selecting for 
his text Eccl. 12, 5:7. 

‘Because man goeth to his long home and 
the mourners go about the streets. *.* * 
Then shall the dust return to the earth as it 
wees, and the spirit shell return unto God who 

ave it.’ 

The theme ot-the morning is suggested by 
the great and solemn event of the week, the 
death of the most eminent citizen, General 
Grant. Itwould not*be becoming in me to 
pronounce, on this day and in this place, a 
eulogy on the illustrious patriot, soldier and 
statesman, but | cannot refrain from paying 
even here and now a tribute of admiration to 
his memory esa man. I leave it to the his- 
torian and military critic toestimate his goen- 
ius as the commander of armies and the chief 
magistrate of the republic, but the judgment 
of the whole nation, east and west, north and 
south, is outspoken, that for bravery, mod- 
esty, Magnabimity and fortitude, he was 
the man of men. So much at this time 
touching the charscter of him, around whose 
bier the nations of Christendom—and of heath- 
endom es well—stand as mourners. The 
question today is, what does this death mean 
tous? Itsummons usto meditate on death 
and the great hereafter. We are all marching 
-towards the tomb; there is no discharge in this 
war. More than eighty human beings pass 
awsy every minute, Every stroke ofthe pen- 
dulum signals the departure of more than one 
soul from the shores of time. Every mufiled 
heart throb isthe knell of a passing spirit. 
Such reflections naturally lead tothe selection 
of my theme for this morning’s discourse, 
‘‘Death and the LifefBeyond.”’ The material 
body returns to the earth as it was, and the 
spirit, the immaterial, imperishable princi- 
ple, “‘sbal] return to God who gave it.’”’ The 
meaning of the Royal preacher is platn.

Lhat which says, ‘1, myseif, is spirit.’”” In 
the first place, | cannot recognize myself 
hereafter as having existed here, withont 
memory. If the pastandthe present were 
pot thus bound together in consciousness by 
this*living cord of reminiscence, I could nei- 
ther say | war, orl am. Memory, therefore, 
is imperishable, which is an ever growing 
picture gallery containinga full and com- 
plete history of the man; a gallery through 
whore still and awful epartments, lighted 
from above, he must walk forever. Personal 
immortality involves the continuance in the 
future life of consciences, or the moral sense. 

Personal immortality also implies that the 
aflections will survive the separation of soul 
and body. The heart is nearer the center of 
our being then the intellect. We can more 
easily conceive of the annihilation of memory, 
imegination and the reasoning faculty, than 
of the affections; forin the present life the 
latter often survives thedecay ofthe former. 
The will is immortal; by thatis meant the 
voluntary movement ofthe soul toward the 
goal of its governing love, or rather that gov- 
erning love isthe will. The will isthe pe- 
culiar seat of personality, and no argument is 
needed to prove its immortality. ©, man! 
reverence thyself; thou art not the ofispring 
of the elements, of chance, ot destiny, but of 
God! Ask yourself, whatamlnow?’ What 
is involved in preperation for death? | am 
sinful; must I then continue so torever?
